Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Buckley  Urban  District  for  the  year  1963* 

The  1951  Census  gave  a population  of  7,699  (3,793  males  and  3,906 
females),  as  compared  with  the  1931  Census  of  7,053  (3,62 6 males  and  3,427 
females),  an  increase  in  the  population  of  646  or  a percentage  of  9»2 70  in  20  yrs. 

The  estimated  population  for  June  1963  is  7,840  an  increase  of  120 
since  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  136,  2 fewer  than  in  1962,  and  in 
consequence  the  birth  rate  is  17*3  Per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1963  as 
compared  with  18,7  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1962, 

For  comparison  with  other  areas  the  corrected  rate  is  18.4  which  is 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  18,2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  total  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  is  94,  which  is  13  less  then 
in  1962,  so  that  the  death  rate  corrected  is  13*5  per  1,000  of  the  home 
population.  It  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  12.2  per 
1,000  of  the  home  population. 

There,  were  5 deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a 
rate  of  36*8  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  20.9 
There  were  two  still-births  this  gives  a still-birth  rate  of  14»7  as^compared 
with  a rqte  of  17. 3 dor  England  and  Wales. 

The  principal  cause  of  death  was  again  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  47  of  the  94  deaths  during-  the  year, 
so  that  5 O?0  °d  all  deaths  occurred  in  this  group  of  diseases  (17-21  inclusive 
in  the  Table  - Causes  of  Death)  - 

Cancer  accounted  for  1$  deaths,  5 fewer  tHaii' in  1962.  Cancer  accounted 
for  16^  of  all  deaths.  There  were  2 deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  or  bronchus, 
both  males,  and  a reduction  of  2 on  the  1962  figure. 

This  year  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  Accidents 
accounted  for  3 deaths  in  1963  as  compared  with  5 in  1962.  . 

There  was  no  maternal  death  in  1963,  and  no  deaths  from  diphtheria. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  were  light  throughout.. the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  your  Health  Committee  and  to  all  your  Off icials, particularly  your  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr. D. Harwood,  who  has  supported  me  loyally.

This  section  o'f^the  report  deals  mainly  with  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

A large  proportion  of  the  year  has  been  taken  up  by  Housing  work  and  this 
has  m:ant  that  several  routine  duties  have  not  been  carried  out  to  the  extent 
necessary.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  mainly  due  to  office  duties,  to 
carry  out  routine  inspections which  after  all  are  the  basis  of  Public  Health 
Inspection.  With  the  advent  of  new  legalisation,  some  of  which  is  now  in  force 
ane  other  A'ots  -which  will'  become  enforceable  in  1964,  it  is  difficult  to  envisage 
progress  in  Public  Health  with  the  existing  staff.  It  is  essential  that  clerical 
assistance  be  provided. 

INSPECTION  & SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

All  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Private  Slaughter  House  in  Buckley,  were 
inspected  and  but  for  minor  items  were  all  of  a good  class  of  animal.

Visits  have  been  made  to  many  food  premises  in  the  area  but  due  to  pressure 
of  other  work  the  inspections  have  been  mainly  limited  to  premises  where  contravention 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  known  to  exist. 

The  year  has  shown  a slow  but  steady  improvement  in  basic  essentials  such 
as  wash  basins  and  hot  and  cold  water  supply.  There  is  however  much  work  to  be  done 
on  this  subject  relative  to  food  handling  an^  protection.  A few  samples  of 
sau  gee  end  minced  meat  guv  ■ very  high  counts  on  Bacteriological  Analysis.  This 
situation  was  rectified  after  instruction  had  been  given  on  cleaning  and  sterilising 
equipment.  This  is  the  type  of  work  that  needs  to  be  done  as  many  foods  of  this 
nature  are  not  cooked  at  a temperature  high  enough  to  kill  dangerous  bacteria  and 
other  prepared  foods  are  eaten  as  bought  from  the  shop.  It  is  only  by  routine 
inspection  and  complaining  that  satisfactory  control  can  be  achieved.
